and numerous bank robberies, and 
Mitt Parker were slain on a road 
when they fell into a trap laid by 
the officers.

Alcorn. Dallas county sheriffs, en­ 
countered the pair. 
“We killed Clyde and Bonnie at 
9:15 this morning,” Hamer report­ 
ed. 
“They were at Black Lake, a 
hideout we had been watching for 
weeks. 
“Clyde and Bonnie did not get to 
fire a shot Their car wa* full of 
guns and ammunition, but they did 
' not get a chance to use them.”

By Th* A*##cl#t#4 Brefcl 
WASHINGTON, May 23 — Presi­ 
dent Roosevelt will stand by the 
blue eagle of NRA for the second 
year of it* emergency flight 
This was definitely ascertained 
today, amid the whirl of contro­ 
versy over the 
Darrow report, 
coupled with word that the chief 
executive is eager to hear debate 
from the country as to the perma­ 
nent future of NRA 
after June, 
1935. 
The President has told inquirers 
he is keeping an open mind on 
just 
how 
far 
the 
government 
should go a year hence In seeking 
a permanent arrangement between 
the government, industry and la­ 
bor. 
He plans to survey the results 
in his tour across the country this 
summer. In the meantime, he in­ 
tends to stand pat on the general 
principles of the national recovery 
administration. 
Opposition Still On Job 
New legislation would be neces­ 
sary to carry on the NRA in Its 
present form after mid-June next 
year. Any such 
action 
would be 
banded to the next congreet. 
The opposition faction on Cepl- 
tol Hill, however, showed no signs 
today of relaxing its criticism. 
Senator Nye (R, N. D.) who pro­ 
posed the Darrow review board's 
inquiry, and who yesterday assert­ 
e d the NRA was allowing monopol­ 
ies to become "more powerfully aa- 
trenched than ever before,” plan­ 
ned to uke the senate floor again. 
Senator Borah (R, Idaho), who

Roosevelt May Taka Hand 
There 
were 
signs 
today that 
President Roosevelt might take a 
definite hand soon to cut through 
the confusion of NRA which the 
Darrow board's condemnation in­ 
tensified. 
It appeared probable, 
however, 
that he would first let the immed­ 
iate hullaballoo subside or swing 
into definite lines, and allow revis­ 
ionary policies within NRA to be 
perfected. 
It does not now 
appear likely 
that the Darrow board will quit ail 
itly at the end of the month, it 
ideated, on the theory that its 
york Is ended. It has plans all 
made to keep on going. The admin 
istration may have to devise a sub­ 
stitute for the board.

The

for a policy of silver purchasing 
until ultimately one-fourth of the 
money value of the nation's mone­ 
tary stocks shall be in silver, the 
other three-fourths being gold. 
It makes mandatory the purch­ 
ase of silver at home aud abroad 
and provides 
for permissive na­ 
tionalisation of domestic stocks at 
a price of not more than 50 cents 
an ounce. 
Silver certificates would be is­ 
sued against 
the silver acquired. 
Treasury 
officials indicated that 
tbs amount of currency expansion 
Ring would depend on the sum 
spent on silver purchases. Thus if 
1,700,000,000 
ounces—an estimate 
given by 
some 
senators — are 
bought at 50 cents an ounce, the 
total new money issued would be 
$850,000,000. 
The price Is around 
45 cents an ounce now hut would 
he expected to rise when the tress 
ury started buying abroad.

BOARD ORDERS 
STRIKE ENDED 


Government Agency Submits Trues 
Plan to End Bloody Riots 
In Minneapolis. 


Bt Th* Aa*«ri«t»4 Pr*«*. 
MINNEAPOLIS, May 23. — The 
government 
demanded 
today an 
Immediate halt of the Minneapolis 
truck drivers’ strike, after a week 
of riots and bloodshed. 
The order came 
from the re­ 
gional labor board, which submitted 
at the same time a conciliation 
agreement to strikers and employ­ 
ers. Representatives of both sides 
Indicated probable acceptance of 
the board’s decision. 
The board, acting upon instruc­ 
tions of the national labor board, 
reached 
its decision last 
night, 
several hours after the most vio­ 
lent 
outbreak of the strike, 
in 
which one man suffered fatal in­ 
juries. 
The rioting led to a hastily ar­ 
ranged truca to permit the regional 
board to act. The truce, effective 
for 24 hours following announce­ 
ment of the labor board’s decision, 
ended a clash in the city market 
area between 5,000 strikers and po­ 
lice authorities.

At the same time plans were dis­ 
cussed for financing the $149,000 
municipal building, now under con­ 
struction, and Solicitor Raymond S. 
Bustard was authorised to confer 
with the state tax commission re­ 
garding the submission of B bond 
issue at the August 4 primary elec­ 
tion, estimated at $67,000 by Ber* 
vice-Safety Director E. B. Laugh­ 
lin, to pay for the city’s shAre of 
the cost of materials and super­ 
vision. 
Bond# Due in September 
Walter Ashbaugh, chairman of 
the finance committee, told the law­ 
makers approximately $110,000 in 
special and general bonds would ba 
due in September, which th* city 
“would be unable to meet,” and 
that the banks here were asking 
for the issuance of bonds amount­ 
ing to $70,000 to take car* of note* 
held by them. 
The solicitor wa* 
instructed to prepare legislation en­ 
tering into a contract with th# 
Squires, Saunders and 
Dempsey 
Law firm of Cleveland tor hand­ 
ling these two refunding bond is­ 
sues, totalling $180,000.

With congress hustling to adjournment 
te d tibs oo SR try tagging along breathlessly 
It Is natural that hare and there approbate 
Site thoughts ars being given to what may 
have been forgotten. Presumably, a harried 
departure from the depression period Is bo­ 
ing mads. 
Experience alone warns that 
gome loose ends may not ba picked up. 
Ona of them seems to be the commodity 
dollar. For a br ef time It was Exhibit A 
among the devices the country was going to 
lake with It lato tba new abods of prosper­ 
ity. A year ago In July President Roosevelt 
mentioned it in his message to the London 
gaouomlc conference, using 
thaaa words: 
"Let ms be frank In saying that the United 
States seeks the kind of dollar which a 
generation hence will have the same pur­ 
chasing power and debt paying power as the 
dollar value we hope to attain in the near 
future.’’ 


Prof. Irving Fisher of Yale, leading Ameri­ 
can advocate of the commodity or compen­ 
sated dollar, asserted that this declaration 
meant “the abolishing of the debt slavery 
which come from great depressions.M 
“To 
Our president belongs the honor of being the 
first to bring this fundamental boon to the 
world," be declared. 


Absence of further discussion doss not 
prove, of course, that the commodity dollar 
has been overlooked. It is the fundamental 
money theory of Prof. George F. Warren, 
Presided Roosevelt's adviser on monetary 
policy and Secretary Morgenthau's favorite 
Nestor. With commodity dollar, Prof. Warren 
explains, “there would no longer be any 
Coinage of gold . . . the amount of gold that 
C dollar would exchange for would vary with 
the price level, that is, the pries of gold 
would be allowed to vary with Its value Just 
ga the price of wheat varies with its value." 
This theory, more than $0 years old in 
the United Slates, promised for an interval 
lo be one of the most vital phases of the new 
le a l But it seems to hale bean put aside. 
There bae been talk of reaching a stabili­ 
sation agreement on gold with Great Britain. 
Prof. Warren no longer is consplcious in 
administration councils. 
President Roose­ 
velt is said to be disillusioned with the 
markings of the professor's theories. If, as 
Ejipeered originally, suspension of gold pay­ 
ments was the first step toward a commod­ 
ity dollar, thtre. has been none of the pub- 
NC discussion essential to the preparation 
Cf Hie country for the new system. Until 
I tory measures are taken, it must be 
lad that the commodity dollar is a for- 
detail of Hie new deal. 


A Place To Ride 
Reorganization of the League of American 
Wheelmen, made possible by revived Inter­ 
est in cycling, is a move identified closely 
wtth recognition of the sport's moat serious 
practical obstacle in this period. 
Tbs mo­ 
tive behind the new organization Is lass 
sentimental than 
practical—practical 
be­ 
cause it calls for highway space for cyclists. 
The League of American Wheelman was 
an Instigator of the American good roads 
movement. 
Needless to say Its Identifica­ 
tion with that causa was lost In the de- 
cllae of the bicycle and the rise of the auto­ 
mobile as a means of transportation and 
recreation. 
Until cycling began to take 
hold of popular fancy again little thought 
was given to Its highway needs. 
Tbs reorganised league, with more hope­ 
fulness than might reasonably be expected 
from eo tiny a minority, will urge that side- 
paths be built on the shoulder of highways 
to give cyclists a place to ride. 
Persons 
familiar with the perils of tbs road are re­ 
luctant to face them on a bicycle. 
To argue for this consideration implies 
that tbs bicycle in Its revival Is going to be 
a vehicle of transportation rather than an 
instrument of recreation. This Is a doubt­ 
ful wise approach to the needs of new 
day cyclists. It might be compared with 
demand from equestrians for bridle paths 
bordering public highways. 
Fortunately, 
horseback riding Is regarded wholly as 
recreation., its patrons, and the patrons of 
cyeling will do well to take notice, Ire not 
asking for space preempted by the automo­ 
bile. lf Interest In the bicycle proves to ba 
lasting, It will probably take cognisance of 
the hopelessness of obtaining apace for it 
on main roads when there are pleasant 
byroads more asked to its use as a pleas­ 
ure vehicle.

Tbs man is Jackson Barnett, an 
Oklahoma Indian, PO years old, and rich, be­ 
cause there is oil beneath the surface of 
land on which he and hts ancestors ones 
hunted the bison. 
You will respect Jackson Barnett when 
you learn that. having In bank $1,100,000 
cash, he requested and obtained permission 
from the governor!znt to give $550,000, exact­ 
ly half, to tbs Okmulgee Boys' school In 
Oklahoma. 
And because you rsspeot him, you do not 
smile as the ob* man stands at the edge 
of the sidewalk, waving his arms st p u l­ 
ing cars innocently, convinced that he, too, 
is regulating traffic and exercising power. 
This is his delly amusement, and his con­ 
solation new that the great white father, the 
law court, has separated him from his whits 
wife. 
He said she took good care of him, he 
was happy with her, but the law said she 
had married him for his money, a terrible 
thing In the case of an Indian, and he was 
not reeponsibl at the time the marriage was 
annulled.

He has never had his tonsils out, never

took the " u r' holism teat" to find out 
whether he n u changing his food Into good 
healthy Indian flesh and ’ ood.

Clifford Dawson, a patrolman in 
the Pottery City for several years 
in the past, recently recalled, when 
it became the duty one day of one 
of the men to escort a woman of 
about his own age, each at th# 
time being of bride 
and 
groom 
years, to th* Canton workhouse. 
In those days this undertaking 
was an all-day trip since It had to 
be made by train by way of Alli­ 
ance. 
After the 
transfer 
of 
a 
prisoner it was possible for the 
accompanying officer to return the 
same evening. 
There were upon the depot that 
morning the usual number of look­ 
ers-on as the Pittsburgh morning 
train came Into the 
East Liver­ 
pool station en route to Cleveland. 
The officer who had charge of the 
arm and gently moved her to th# 
the railway coaches from which 
passengers 
were 
emerging. 
He 
stood by her closely while they 
waited for the "all aboard” Invita­ 
tion of the conductor. 
When the signal was thus given 
for those on the platform to enter 
the train the officer touched the 
young woman beside him on the 
arm and gently moved her to the 
car steps. Just as he reached them 
a fellow officer and two or three 
friends In on the prank broke a 
paper bag filled wtth rice over the 
two. Many of the passengers, their 
heads thrust out of the car win* 
dew and others on the depot, think­ 
ing that a pair setting off on their 
honeymoon was In their presence, 
gave them vigorous applause. 
Instantly the traveling officer re­ 
alised that he was being made the 
victim of a practical Joke. There 
was no time to do anything but re* 
lease a fierce look at his associate 
on the platform and rush his pris­ 
oner *o a seat as far away from 
the applauding number aa possible. 
When he returned he bad a few 
things to say to his friends. Shortly 
thereafter they were engaged in 
arranging a prank on some one 
else.

Prisoners Frightened 
Mr Dawson recalls many laugh­ 
able scenes when, wtth old Jail fill­ 
ed with prisoners on a morning af­ 
ter many arrests had been made, 
the men in the cells were 
given 
momentary scares. Following a re­ 
alization upon awakening that they 
were behind barra and held for 
some Irregular 
departure, 
they 
were easily frightened when told 
that they had been arrested for mur­ 
der, burglary and other high mis- 
demesne; s 
Some, under the cir­ 
cumstances,were given delightful 
surprises upon their later arraign­ 
ments ss certainty came that they 
had to answer simpply a charge of 
imbibing a bit too freely of liquor. 
There was tbs time when a man 
awakened in the jail cell and was 
told ‘ following his inquiry that it 
was Sunday morning, He lived far 
oui in the country. He had beside 
him s bag of candy that he had 
purchased the night before. He, Mr. 
Dewson related, gave way to grief 
as he realised, he said, he would 
that day hare to mlee attendance 
in church for the Bret time In sev­ 
eral years. Whereupon another man 
In another cell, of another faith, 
also gave way to tears as it dawn­ 
ed upon him also that upon that 
day church bells would mean noth­ 
ing to- him. 
Mr, Dawson • recalled also the 
time In the old days when a for­ 
mer careful officer found an ineb­ 
riated man under one of the awn­ 
ing* that then were 
placed over 
grocery entrances. Among the arti­ 
cles that had been placed under this 
awning for the public’s inspection 
was a bushel basket. 
As the po­ 
licemen 
grasped tbe staggering 
man, the latter slumped and sat 
down in this basket, it was mo­ 
mentarily Impossible to disengage 
him from It. 
Under the

stances it was not impossible for 
the arrested 
man to move 
any­ 
where 
So the officer stepped to a near­ 
by signal booth to call the patrol 
wagon. In lo doing the pin releas­ 
ing a fire alarm became detached 
and in a few moments the East 
Liverpool firemen, drawn by three 
prancing 
horses, 
were 
on

scene. The officer explained that 
he only wanted the patrol wagon. 
In the end it was procured, the 
inebriated man 
disengaged 
from 
his basket seat and transferred be­ 
hind the bars to sleep oft his dip 
Into alcoholic land.

Dogs Escape 
in his early days upon the East 
Liverpool police force the then Of­ 
ficer Dewson served for a time on 
day duty. It consequently became 
hts taak to dispatch any dogs that 
ha might find incarcerated upon his 
arrival a t the jail. 
One morning 
he was almost dumbfounded to find 
that In some manner the officers 
on the preceding night had corral­ 
led 23 canines. He thus had a big 
Job before him. 
It so happened that Officer Daw­ 
son would much prefer essaying 
the arrest of s murderer then tak­ 
ing the life of an innocent, 
way­ 
faring dog. 
The duty before him 
was too much to consummate. But 
he had to do something about it. 
Ha met a man, who at the moment 
was a bit down on his luck, he 
narrated. He offered him one dol­ 
lar lf he would use his gun on tbs 
dogs. The map readily agreed. 
The dogs were attached to two 
long ropes. He led one wtth ll ca­ 
nines from mongrels to hounds at­ 
tached along its length. The hired 
canine dispatcher in a similar man­ 
ner led 12 to their execution. They 
reached a spot near the river. The 
officer, holding his line of dogs, 
handed his gun to the man 
who 
agreed to snuff out 22 canines lives.

IN BEST HILL 


State Completes Ex­ 
periments for Grow­ 
ing Corn. 


COLUMBUS, O.. May 23 —Three 
to four plants to a hill give the best 
yield of corn, experiments conduct­ 
ed over a 21-year period by the 
Ohio agricultural experiment sta­ 
tion indicate. 
Both ears and nubbins, was 45.8 
bushels 
an acre, obtained 
from 
three plants per hill. In four of the 
most favorable seasons, the highest 
yield, 89.9 bushels, was 
obtained 
from five plants per hill. 
In those 
years, the yield from three plant* 
was 79.2 bushels. 
Lack of moisture such as has 
been prevalent the last few seasons 
has made the thinner stand more 
productive, the station said. 
L. E. Thatcher, crop specialist, 
reports the average yields of dry 
shelled corn for various hills were 
as follows: 
One plant per hill. 
31.9 bushels; two plants. 51.3; three 
plants, 62.9; four plants, 66.6. and 
five plants, 65.8. 
The corn was 
checked In hills 42 inches by 42 
Inches. 
As the rate of stand increased, 
Thatcher said, the else of ears de­ 
creased and the percentage of nub­ 
bins Increased. 
At busking time, 
the corn was sorted Into earn and 
nubbins 
and the yield of shelled 
corn from ears only found to be: 
One plant, SO bushels; two plants. 
48; three plants, 57.3; four plants, 
56.2, and five plants, 50. 
"These results,’’ Thatcher 
con­ 
cluded, "Indicate that a stand of 
three to four plants per hill may 
be expected to yield more corn on 
the average than thinner or thicker 
stands.”
